Claim12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The term "the reactive additive" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 4-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a or e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Hintermayer, for reasons of record. 

No certified translation of the priority has been received. 

Claims 4-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a or e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sato et al. 

Sato et al teach amounts of silica within the instant claims. See Table 1 
compositions. Furthermore, tungsten silicide, tungsten oxide and molybdenum oxide 
may be added. See example 2.
